The bill would amend sections within Chapter 775 of the Health and Safety Code regarding
procedures for electing board members of an emergency services district, filling vacancies, and issuing
bondsin adistrict located wholly in a county with a population of more than three million (Harris
County); regarding disqualification and replacement of emergency services commissioners for various
emergency services organizations; and regarding preparation of audits of adistrict's fiscal accounts
and records.
